PHYSICAL SOCIETY 

LccUircv has Developed Way 
of Discovering Ore 
Bodies 

".\ppllcd liooph.v i-ivs was' the topic 
o. .a lecture delivered bcforo the pliy- 
sir.il Society iast night in the Mao- 
donald I'hys c» liuildlng by Pr. .\. .S. 
Kve, Head of the Ueparlincnl of Phy- 
sios Ur. Kve. togothor with Ur, Keycs, 
lis.-" of the I'hyslcs Dcpariincnt, spent 
the siimmor making (cats of various 
electrical methods for the discovery 'f 
ore bodies for the liiircaii of .Mines of 
the Vnlter States. The mines in which 
they can-.'cd out their cxpcrlmonta .-re 
known as the Caribou Mines and arc 
sit.iatcd In Colorado. Dr. Eve explain- 
ed that there a'.o in.iny geophyslcil 
method.* for the detection of ore bod- 
ies and of oil !n the earth and then 
proceeded to give the audience a 
glimpse Into the more important meth- 
ods used In the detection of oil. 

The territory in which Drs. Eve and 
Kcycs cspcrimentcd had previously 
been gone over by Professor HeilanJ, 
who had used very sensitive magnet- 
ic methods, but in their, experlnicnlliig 
they used va.rlou3 electrical appliances, 
for the discovfry of oil i.=i Known .is 
The first method Dr. Eve dealt with 
the Seismograph Method. Dr. Eve 
stated that what oil prospectors en- 
deavour to detect before drilling for 
o"I, If a bri.iv Mf rock salt and It is 
this rock salt v.liicli gives rise to the 
.Seismograj;!! Method. In this method, 
,a nuantily of dynamite Is set of dig- 
ging huge crater In the atirfaco of 
the rarth. Tiio cNplofion sriids ciMt;iln 
waves In a cu'ved d'rcctioii und^r the 
earth which v.-icn they reach the sur- 
face again affect a .seismograph a dî- 
finltc distance away. If there It* a birty 
of lock salt In the path of the wnvc-t, 
the seismographlc read'ng will be nf- 
fect'd. t;r,;« cnflrming whether the 
pro'pet.torM guess la wrong or not. An- 
other method wUh which Dr. Kvc dealt 
Is known as the Eolbos Torsion Unl- 
ance Method, employing !i very Konsl- 
llvc as well as a<.'cin-al-) bal.uK''. 

In connection with llic discovery of 
ore bodies, Dr. Kvc iituled that In Ills 
expcrimendiig h'l "S'-'d what Is known 
as the I.iindberger Method and 11 
method wlip li u" .•nul Dr. Keye Invent- 
ed and wlil'li lliry ra'led Ihn Leap 
VroK Methoil wliU li he HlatcH Ih' nl 
good 11 iiinlliod as Is known.

At an address given yesterday at the 
rftrnthcona JInll, Prof. J. Arlhup Thom- 
son spoko briefly on the Importance 
of the Three Voices of Nature, their 
meaning and tliclr bearing on our lives- 
The voices of nature were symbolized 
ai a great wind, an carthntiakc lind 
firc.. Prof. Thomson found In each of 
these symbolii ,a message; the first rc- 
picEcntiiig endoavur. tho second rever- 
ence and Wonder, while flro ho consid- 
ered, typified science. Another voice, 
or rather th'o"gt'cnf "silence In nature, 
was the voice of rcl'glon. 

The old story of a rugged proplict. 
who climbed the mnunlain :inil heard 
nature's three voIcch scrvcil as ilio 
source ot this philosophy.. The first 
voice that ciinic to Iho prophet was 
Ihn winil Hint rent Iho connlryslilc. 
Iho second wan an eartlif|iiako and Ihc 
third was fire, bill Iho I.oril was In 
in nn of ihcHo. Tln'ii. followed a grout 
Htlliness and the prophet found tioil 
In tills.
